Saturday afternoon the 128 
men and women of Sierra Madre 
employed on CWA projects here 
received their first pay checks, 
amt for tlie previous week's work 
a payroll totalling $1,920 was dis¬ 
tributed for circulation into the 
local trade and bus!ne.s.s channels. 

There were 119 men employed 
on the three work projects in the 
city Wednesday, with 25 at tYie 
sttling ba.sins, 90 on the We.st 
Gentral avenue extension, and 
four at miscellaneous labor. Nine 
women were at work sewing in 
the Cooperative . Relief Associa¬ 
tion quarters on Central avenue. 
At this time there are 69 women 
and 251 men, making a total of 
320 people, on the registration 
list in the City Hall.

cording to George Burnaby Dray- 
son, of the London Stock Ex- 
t#.ange, who has just completed 
a visit with his cousin, Mrs. A. 
G. H. Bode at the Ascension Rec¬ 
tory. 

Mr. Drayson, who is touring 
the United States, is greatly in¬ 
terested in the relief mea.sures 
being applied by the American 
government and that of the sev¬ 
eral states and cities he has 
visited.
